HONOLULU (AP> — A Viet- 
nsm-bound cargo ship loaded 
with bombs and rockets equal to 
2,000 tons of TNT burned in the 
mid-Pacific Ocean today while a 
Greek freighter hunted missing 
crewmen. 


Fourteen of the 39 crewmen 
aboard the SS Badger State, in­ 
cluding 
its 
skipper, 
Capt. 
Charles Wilson, were reported 
picked up within hours by the 
Greek Freighter Khian Star, the 
only vessel within range of the 
stricken ship.

"We have no report of casual­ 


ties,** the Navy said, "but wo 
can't say for sure if all the men 
are accounted for." 


Capt. Wilson radioed the car­ 
go had broken loose and the mu­ 
nitions ship was breaking up in 
25-foot swells 560 miles north­ 
east of Midway Island Friday 
morning, and he gave the order 
to abandon ship. 


Seventy minutes later an ex­ 
plosion tore a huge hole in the 
hull of the Badger Stale.

Yanks Plunder 
Enemy Troops

SAIGON <AP> — U.S. forces 
fought their biggest single battle 
in a month and a half today. 


The American forces spotted 
as many as 200 North Viet­ 
namese troops within two miles 
of the Cambodian border and 93 
miles north of Saigon and at­ 
tacked them with jet bombers, 
armed helicopters, * tanks and 
armored personnel carriers. 


The U.S. Command said aeri­ 
al observers counted at leest 72 
N a th Vietnamese dead and 40 
bunkers smashed. A spokesman 
said that at last report fighting 
was still continuing.

ne described them as light. 


He said it was the biggeat bat­ 
tle involving American troops 
since last Nov. 12 and 13 when 
U.S. forces reported killing 179
